Enormous Crowds Attend

Some of the crew jumped into and 
launched two of her boats and sev- 
eral frenzied women attempted to get 
into them as they were being lowered 
over the side. One boat was swamped 
when it struck the water. 


So soon as the accident occurred a 


number of small

were struggling in the waves, but five

Mother of Man Lays Fatal 


Malady to Diet on 


"Fixed" Foods. 


Daughters of the Confederacy 
Resent 


Epistle From Wife of ex-President. 
nichmond Va., Nov. 22.—Mrs. Norman 
V. Randolph returned yesterday morn- | 
ing from Gulf Port, Miss., where she at- ! 
tended the meeting of tha United Daugh- 
ters of tho Confederacy. At that meet- 
ing, according to Mrs. Bandolph, thera 
was read a senatlonal "postmortem let- 
ter" of Mrs. Jefferson Davis explaining 
why her husband was burled In Rich- 
mond Instead of on Mississippi soil and 
why she herself had preferred to live In 
the north rather than In the south. 
The letter was so bitter in dome of Its 
phraaea that Mrs. Randolph moved that 
It be stricken from the records of tho 
convention. This was done without de- 
bate. 
The letter sounded particularly 
harsh to the earn of the Mississippi wom- 
en present.

Washington, Nov. 22.—The death of

leased from further service several 
weeks before the experiments were 
concluded. 


Believe* Pood Responsible. 


Mrs. Latham, the mother of young 


Freeman, says there is no trace of 
consumption in either branch of her 
family. 
She believes the food given 


her son during the boric acid experi- 
ments was entirely responsible for the 
tuberculosis which subsequently de- 
veloped. 
She sharply criticises the 


policy of feeding adulterated food to 
young men. She says her son was not 
of age when he made a contract more 
than three years ago that he would 
"not hold the department of agricul- 
ture nor any person connected there- 
with responsible for any illness or ac- 
cident that may occur during my con- 
nection with the hygenista.' 


Was In Splendid Health. 


Mrs. Latham insists that her son 


at the time he joined the poison squad 
was healthy and sturdy and strong 
and, 
in fact, passed a better physical 


examination than any other of the 
thirty-six men 
who 
volunteered to 


take dally doses of. food adulterants. 


But her son, although in 
perfect 


physical condition when he joined tha 
squad, began to fall from the day he 
started his adulterated 
diet, 
Mrs. 


Latham says, until after less than six 
months' service he was discharged 
because of ill health. Only a short 
time alter that, 
according to the 


mother's story, he showed symptoms 
of tuberculosis and was sent away to 
the far west to make a flght for health 
and strength. 


Wiley Denies Responsibility. 


Dr. Wiley, chief chemist of the agri- 


cultural 
department, yesterday re- 


fused to discuss the case of young 
Freeman at any length. He expressed, 
however, the most earnest belief that 
Freeman's service as a member of the 
"poison squad" had nothing at all to 
do. directly or Indirectly, with his Ill- 
ness or death. He intimated that 
Freeman was a general favorite at the 
department and manifested deep ro- 
gret at his death. 


During the young man's Illness Dr. 


Wiley befriended him and did all in 
his power to lessen his sufferings and 
to comfort the sorrowing mother. Ha 
visited ;he family frequently. 
Also 


many young men In the department 
wh^ had known Freeman visited him 
and helped him in his illness. 


"I know the food test killed my 


son," said 
Mrs. Latham 
yesterday. 


"His stomach was destroyed by tie 
poisons he was forced to swallow and 
for the last three years he has been a 
total wreck. His stomach was eaten 
out absolutely and as a result he 
could not retain food or medicine. 


Says It Mate Others III. 


"The food test conducted by Dr. 


Wiley was directly responsible for his 
death and for the serious illness of 
others. When my son became a mem- 
ber of the poison squad I did not know 
it. He told me that he was eating 
with a friend whose people were la 
the country and 
it was about 
slit- 


months after the tests had been goiif g 
on that I found It out. 


"Robert was deadly ill at that time 


and I called in a physician, to whom 
the boy told the whole story. He was 
in bed for about two weeks and prom- 
ised me that he would not go back 
to the food-test table, but he did."
